OF CREDENTIALS. IRIBARREN CONFIRMED TO UPI THE FACT 

OF THE MEETING BUT ACCORDING TO THE STORY DID NOT 

INDICATE ITS SUBSTANCE. THE SUBSTANCE, HOWEVER, 
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VENEZUELAN DIPLOMATIC SOURCES".

PAGE FEATURE SPOT. REPORTS THE GOV REACTION AND 
QUOTES MINISTER OF MINES HERNANDEZ EXTENSIVELY. THE 
SENSE OF THE STORY IS THAT ALTHOUGH VENEZUELA UNDER- 
STANDS WASHINGTON'S CONCERN, VENEZUELA'S POSITION AND 
OPEC'S THAT A PRICE INCREASE IS NECESSARY REMAINS 

FIRM AND "IRREVERSIBLE". THE MINISTER, QUOTED AS SAYING 
HE KNEW ABOUT PRESIDENT'S FORD'S REPRESENTATIONS, WENT 
ON TO SAY THAT VENEZUELA REALIZED THE IMPORTANCE OF 
THE ISSUE BUT ADDED THAT OPEC COUNTRIES HAD TO PROTECT 
THEIR PURCHASING POWER. FOR THAT REASON HERNANDEZ 
IS QUOTED AS SAYING VENEZUELA WOULD HAVE PREFERRED TO
